To give you an accurate account of my University career 
up-to-date is too great an undertaking for my most in- 
adequate pen suffice it to say “Virginia” is a wonderful 
place, at which I am well content, though, at times, 
I long to don a uniform and be once more a cadet at 
“Old Roller’s.”’ 

My recent visit to A. M. A. was to me an occasion long 
to be remembered, in fact, never to be forgotten.

On the A. M. A. athletic field, Nov. 20th, A. M. A. 
played her old rival, S. M. A. After outplaying S. M. A. 
in ever stage of the game, A. M. A. won by the score of 
six to three. 

The game by quarters is as follows: 


FIRST QUARTER 


Acree, of A. M. A., kicked off; Guinn, of S. M. A., 
receives the ball on the goal line, and runs it back for ten 
yards; S. M. A. kicks; Gallagher of A. M. A. receives the 
ball, and gains twenty yards. By a series of end runs A. 
M. A. get in kicking distance. Gallagher tries for a 
drop kick but misses. S. M. A. puts the ball in scrimmage 
on her twenty-five yard line. After the first down, S. M. 
A. kicks again. Again Gallagher runs the ball back. 
Burdett and Gibbon are shot through the line and A. M. 
A. tries for another drop kick, but with the same result. 
End of first quarter. 


SECOND QUARTER

ball on the three-yard line and makes a good run of

She kicks, but Reid, of A. M. A., blocks 
it and A. M. A. gets the ball; Gallagher tries for another 
field goal, but the kick is blocked; again S. M. A. puts the 
ball in play on the twenty-five yard line; S. M. A. does 
not make her downs, so kicks; A. M. A. brings the ball 
back thirty yards and then kicks; A. M. A.’s ends get 
down and down Morris in his tracks. End of last quar- 
ter. Score still six to three in A. M. A.’s favor. 
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The whole team played a hard and fast game and de- 
served the victory they won although handicapped by 
weight. The stars of the game for A. M. A. were Bur- 
dett and Gallagher.

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A. M. A. vs. S. M. A. 


HE following is an account taken from the Rock- 
ingham Record and goes to show what the promi- 
nent newspapers in the immediate vicinity think of 
the recent game with Kables. We publish this 

knowing that it will interest some of the Alumni. 

Students and faculty of Augusta Military Academy, at 

Fort Defiance, are incensed over the treatment received 

by them at the hands of the Staunton Military Academy 

football team, which an investigation Monday night show- 
ed to be of the most unsportsmanlike character. 
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It seems that after the game Monday afternoon, in 
which the Roller team was defeated by a score of 9 to 6, 
a student at A. M. A. stated that he recognized in Gor- 
don, the Staunton halfback, who made the touchdown that 
won the game, ‘‘Country’”’ Morris, the famous athlete, of 
Lacey Springs, who has been attending school at Wash- 
ington, who has an enviable reputation as a football play- 
er. Major Charles Roller, of A. M. A., asked for an in- 
vestigation of the matter and this was granted by the ofh- 
cials of the game. 

At the investigation, which was held Monday night 
at Staunton, it was brought out that S. M. A. had sent 
their list of elegible players to Rollers before the game, 
and that the list contained the name of Gordon. Further 
it developed that Coach Pat Krebs, of the S. M. A. squad, 
went to Washington Saturday and brought Morris back 
with him, had him entered on the elegible list under the 
name of Gordon, and played him in the game Monday. 
When this was finally decided to be a fact, Umpire “Cub” 
Bear, of V. P. I., said he could not do otherwise than not 
count the touchdown made by Morris (or Gordon) and 
thereby giving the game to Rollers by the score of 6 to 3. 

As stated inThe Record yesterday the Roller team com- 
pletely outplayed the S. M. A. eleven almost throughout 
the entire game, and there is no doubt that Morris was a 
tower of strength for the Kable school, and if he had not 
played, the score would have probably been larger in 
favor of Rollers than it was. 

The management of the Kable team should learn that 
winning it not the main point, for there is very little satis- 
faction in not winning honestly. 

In a conversation over the ’phone last night, Major 
Chas. Roller, told the writer that naturally his boys are 
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very much incensed over the action of Kables, and al- 
though all bets were declared off, many of them had been 
paid before the matter came up. 

Under the preceeding circumstances the following re- 
solutions have been adopted by the corps of cadets of 
the Augusta Military: 

Ist:—That the explanation given for the playing of 
Morris is entirely unsatisfactory to the corps of cadets 
as the definition of bona fide is “in good faith and without 
deceit’ and by their own statement they deceived us in 
playing Morris as Krebs positively told Major Roller 
before the game that he was playing the same team that 
he had been playing all year with. Furthermore they 
were playing Morris under the name of Gordon which is 
an indication of bad faith somewhere. Krebs admitted 
his falsehood before the investigation committee. 

2nd :—That the position of Gallagher at A. M. A. and 
Morris at S. M. A. cannot be interpreted in the same light 
because Gallagher came to Roller’s of his own accord sole- 
ly with the purpose of securing an education whereas 
Morris was sent to Washington after and induced to at- 
tend Kable’s for the purpose of engaging in athletics. Fur- 
thermore Gallagher is paying his full tuition fees by ser- 
vices rendered the school other than athletics, whereas 
the authorities admit that Morris is paying no tuition 
and rendering no service except from an athletic stand- 
point. 

3rd:—That owing to past and present questionable 
athletics at Staunton Military Academy, the corps of 
cadets of the Augusta Military Academy hereby feel
